even more keenly in Vienna than. in 
Berlin. Every new reduction in the price 
of German currency is followed imme- 
diately by a fresh landslide in the worth 
of the Austrian krone, and matters are 
approaching rapidly to a great disaster, 
Mr. Lloyd George’s blunt statement at. the 
end of the recent London Conference killed 
Austria’s last hope of external assistance. 
As a result of this abandonment, ‘and of 
the collapse in German money values, 
Austrian kronen have fallen by over 20 
per cent, during the last few days. They 
can be bought now at the rate of nearly 
350,060 to the: pound sterling. Naturally, 
wages cannot possibly keep pace with the 


hourly drops in the rate of exchange, and 


as Austria is forced to import much of her 
food and a large proportion of her 


minerals, Vienna has been reduced to a 


condition of despair. The price of the 
two-pound loaf of black bread has been 
raised during the past week to 4,140 
t] kronen, while the prices of cigars and 
cigarettes have been more than trebled, 
Sugar, flour, eggs, milk, and fuel of all 
sorts have increased enormously in price, 
with the result that no fewer than four 
hundred confectioners’ shops in Vienna 
have been closed, A fairly accurate

WHIPPING NOP ABOLISHED. 


STATEMENT BY NORTHERN 
GOVERNMENT. 


The following official announcement has been 
made on behalf of the Northern Government :— 
Erroneous statements have appeared in the 
ublic Press that the Northern Government in- 
ds to abolish the punishment of whipping. 
The Government has no intention of suspending 
the operations of the law. The Acts of Par- 
liament of the manera. Parliament of 1865 and 
1916 re-introduced whipping .for such crimes as 
rroting and robbing with violence. The 
latter Act prescribes the procedure for carry- 
Fad out sentences of whipping.

CONCERTS. 


BRILLIANT ' SINGERS. 


Yesterday at La Scala Theatre, among a 
programme alto ether finely interpreted, the 
duets from annhauser ” and “Il Trova- 
tore,” sung by Miss Carrie Tubb and Mr. 
Lauritz Melchior, were given with such artistic 
fidelity that ‘they hardly suffered by com- 
parison, | 

The pure tone and depth of feeling in Miss 

gave the music of 
Leonore | a new dignity, while Mr. Melchior, 
singing ‘‘ off,’’ imbued into what often becomes 
mere tripping rhythm, real passion and fervour 
through asters farewell. It is rare that 
one hears a familiar—not to say hackneyed-- 
work with such pleasure; and this duet, itself 
an ‘‘encore,”” was received with enthusiasm 
and repeated. 

The ‘* Tannhauser’” ‘‘O Princess’ (from 
Act II.), which is less a love duet than a 
revealing of the two characters, was exquisite, 
both “singers true to tone in the arduous 
Wagnerian changes, and in fine relation to 
each other. 

The Weber aria, “ Ocean, thou mighty 
monster,”’ is a great test of a singer s powers. 
It is crowded with emotion and colour sugges- 
tions. Miss Tubb gave it brilliantly, Her 
treatment, too, of “It was a lover and his 
Jass ” was individual. This singer was recalled 
again and again, and in an encore, “ The 
erchard by the sea,” showed by her treatment 
how much was due to personality. 

Mr. Lauritz Melchior sang, with many poetic 
suggestions, Your tiny hand is frozen.” In 
this and in “On with the motley” he was 
heard in two very favourite works here, and 
was delightfully followed. These, the duets, 
and “ The Blind Ploughman ”’ . displayed , Mr 
Melchior’s tenor at its best; in 
grouped English songs he was hardly 
ful. Another, ' Do not go, my love,” 
was tender and smooth im delivery. 

Mr. Vincent O’Brien gave an orchestra! pro- 
gramme of approved. favourites with insight aud 
musical care. The Grieg excerpts were very 
dainty, the fluttering ' Anitra’s dance” and 
the delicacy of the gmome’s movement showing 
creat advanee—the presto. of the latter 
especially. The “ Irish Countryside Dances,’ 
“Pique Dame,” with most apt percussion 
pointings ; Tannhauser’”’ march, and dhe 
accompaniments to Weber, Wagner, and 
Puccini—the last especially—-were all finished 
works, such as we are beginning to expect from 
the Dublin Symphony Orchestra.
